1 . 1 CALLED ON DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER KORNIYENKO 
ON IANUARY 27 TO DELIVER THE NOTE AND ATTACHMENTS ON 
NUCLEAR SUPPLIERS, AND THE ORAL STATEMENT (REFTEL). 
KORNIYENKO SAID THAT THE SOVIETS WOULD CONFIRM RECEIPT 
OF THESE MATERIALS "A BIT LATER." HE SAID HE UNDER- 
STOOD THAT THE SOVIETS WOULD BE MAKING SIMILAR 
PRESENTATIONS IN WASHINGTON, LONDON AND ELSEWHERE. 

HE ASKED WHETHER MY ORAL STATEMENT MEANT THAT THE U.S. 
WOULD PERHAPS APPLY EVEN MORE STRINGENT SAFEGUARDS TO 
ITS EXPORTS OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS AND TECHNOLOGY, AND 
I CONFIRMED THAT WE VIEWED THE GUIDELINES AS MINIMUM 
STANDARDS. 

2. KORNIYENKO THEN REFERRED TO ANOTHER "NUCLEAR MATTER," 
PNE'S, AND URGED THAT MOROKHOV AND I COMPLETE OUR 
NEGOTIATIONS QUICKLY. I REPLIED THAT WE WERE HOPEFUL 
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THAT AN AGREEMENT COULD BE REACHED IN THE COMING ROUND, 
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MOVING ON FORM THE PROGRESS AND MUTUAL HARD WORK OF 
THE PREVIOUS DISCUSSIONS. 
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
